SWIMMING. 


CHAMPION CHALLENGE SWIMMING CUP. 


Mr, Emanver B. Matuer, of the London Manchester Swimming Club, whose 
Portrait we publish this week, was the winner of the first contest for this 
prize. Our readers are doubtless aware that it has to be held against all 
Comers for three years. We gave a report of the match in our last number, 
and we need not, therefore, linger on the details of the contest; suftice it to 
Say that Mr. Mather, after Mr. Aspinall had got out of the water, won easily; 
With Mr. Johnson second, and some others struggling in the rear. 

With regard to Mr. Mather’s swimming, we can express our most unqualified 
admiration. It is evidently one of the most scientific and graceful side 
Systems of swimming that have yet made their appearance., Mr. Mather 
Noms to glide along in the water with the maximum degree of speed and the 
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minimum of exertion, and he swims in the most legitimate and approved 
manner. After the series of varying and hybrid systems of swimming which 
have now become almost common inthe art, it is gratifying to witness the 


} speed and lasting power of so graceful, easy, and withal powerful and expe- 
| ditious a system; and the revival of the legitimate stroke, as practised by 


Pewters, Beckwith, and Steadman, will, we trust, not be lost on swimming 
amateurs, 

Mr. Mather, who is between twenty-one and twenty-three years of age, is 
powerfully built, and the muscles of his legs, shoulders, and arms, the chief 
points of a swimmer, are well developed. He has been familiar with the art 
upwards of ten years, but has given his attention more particularly to it 
during the last three or four years, and has devofed much attention and prac- 
tice to the perfection and speed of his system of swimming—with what result 
we have endeavoured to explain. Heis by no means an untried disciple of the 
art, for he has won eight medals at various times, and a cup, and has entered 
and been the victor in contests for prizes, carrying with them the championship 
of Warwickshire, Liverpool, and Manchester. ‘lhis latter, no mean feat when 
we recollect the performances of ‘young men from the country,” which we 
have had an opportunity of seeing of late. He has finally been the victorin 
the contest which places him in the first position among the swimming nota- 
bilities of this metropolis. 

‘The Exhibition tide—we must of course attribute it to that—has brought us a 
small shoal of Manchester swimmers, and we do not hesitate to state that their 
swimming reflects great credit on that town, and_ to associate Manchester 
with a name familiar to all swimmers, in George Poulton, to whom we exe as- 
sured by the swimmers themselves it is warmly due. Mr. Poulton has effected 
wonders in the cultivation of the art in Manchester and Birmingham, and 
himself, one of the best ornamental swimmers that ever floated, has been 
miuinly instrumental in the development of the excellent swimming we have 
so recently been called upon to admire. « 

With reference to the contest in the Thames on Friday, August 29th, it is 
but fair to state that London was by no means: adequately represented among 
the competitors. The three best men, Messrs. Beckwith, Gardner, and 
Williams, who had given their names, proved absentces, either by reason of 
business, disinclination, or policy, but these swimmers will soon have an 
opportunity of competing with. Mr. Mather, and we are of opinion that a 
most noble race would ensue. But, however that might ultimately be, we can 
in all candour, and without hesitation, state that Mr. Mather is, in our opinion, 
one of the best swimmers in England, and that he is in all respects worthy of 
the honour he has recently won, and of the good and high opinions he will 
leave behind him,

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Gxg is again raising its voice in condemnation of the Lorp 
, CramBer.atn’s determination to allow the theatres to be opened 
in Passion Week. We learn from a paragraph which appears in 
another page that a number of Churchmen, headed by the Hon. 
Coxin Lixpsay, have been again boring the functionary, under whose 
control the theatres are placed, by reminding him that he declared it 
was impossible to accede to the wishes of the fanatics who plagued 
him on this subject in the, spring in consequence of the licences 
having been already granted. ‘The memorialists assure him that he 
would be conferring a great favour on the religious community by 
re-inserting the ancient (ridiculous clause which he has expunged 
from the licences, and thus excluding the general public from a source 
of rational amusement for seven days. Churchmen have found out 
that they entertain “a strong feeling of respect for the Holy Week,” 
and that it would be a “ serious blow to religion, as well as a violence 
to a feeling of reverence for a time-honoured and pious custom,” if 
the theatres were again to remain open during that week. Well, the 
theatres have remained open, thanks to the Lorp CHAMBERLAIN’s common 
sense view of the case during one Passion Week, and as yet we have not 
heard of the Church suffering in consequence thereof. It has not 
even reached us that immorality has gained ground one inch since the 
feelings of the poor dear Churchmen in general, and the Hon, CoLin 
Liypsay in particular, have been so griveously wounded; and we do 
not think that there is anymore possibility of the Thames being set 
on fire now than heretofore. The serious blow to religion has not 
yet been struck, but “the time-honoured custom” we freely admit to 
have been violently assaulted, and rather gloat over the fact; heartily 
wishing, at the same time, that many another time-honoured custom we 
know of could be so easily disposed of, believing that much benefit to 
the community at large would accrue therefrom. By this time, we 
presume, the memorial of the Hon. Coxin has been consigned to the 
waste-paper basket, after being hastily glanced over by the very sen- 
sible LorD CHAMBERLAIN ; we will not, therefore, trouble to go into 
arguments in opposition to the granting of the wish of “a number 
of Churchmen.” Scorn is the best treatment we can think of for 
such lunatics, and “snubbed they are” accordingly. If they require 
some consolation for their wounded feelings, we trust the LorpCHaa- 
BERLAIN will ask Mr, Bucxstone to present them with a private box,to 
see “ Lord Dundreary ” as soon as possible, in spite of the advertise- 
ments to the effect that gifts of private boxes cannot be allowed, and 
thus make them happy for the remainder of their lives, 


: Hare at once sorry and glad that the last great cricket match of 

the season should have terminated so inharmoniously: sorry 
because ill-feeling must arise out of Joun Litiywuire’s decisive 
attitude in respect to WILLsHen’s peculiar style of bowling; and 
because disunion, where union was most requisite, will be the result 
of the umpire’s decision ; and glad because the contretemps must 
draw the attention of the Marylebone club to the fact that the re- 
vision of their code of laws has become a necessity, and cannot longer 
be delayed. Joun Libywuite has been supported and condemned 
for the decided attitude he assumed on this occasion, He has been 
lauded and scolded: he has made enemies aud won friends; for there 
never was 2 question naised yet but what presented two points of 
view, to which various sections will cling with a pertinacity perfectly 
astonishing, and so this, of course, was to be expected. But what 
will be the effect of all this ? Now that the excitement has some- 
what subsided, and a little time has been devoted to reflection, all 
seem to think that, with the exception of the undesirable ill-feeling 
we alluded to in our opening Words, some geod will arise out of the 
perfect ventilation of the subject of cricket laws. Law 10 is a bad 
law, and wants wiping out, and the Possibility is that mo one is more 
alive to that fact than Joun LILLYWHITs, but he hada duty to per- 
form, and he carried it out “to the letter of the law,” thinking 
perhaps, as we now think, that the thorough exposure of its defective- 
ness would prove its entire and irrevocable condemnation. Wedo not 
say that this was the case, but that it possibly might have been so. 
Be this as it may, JOHN Liruywuire has forced the question of what 
constitutes legitimate bowling fairly under the noses of the M. C. C. 
and they must cither dismiss all the peculiar bowlers from the 
cricket field, or cancel law No. 10. The objection to the latter 
alternative is, as a writer in‘the Daily Telegraph very justly remarks 
“that absolute throwing would then become lawful. But would it 
answer? Would it get wickets? Has the thrower anything like the 
same command of the bail which is possessed by the bowler?”

Undoubtedly not, and therefore the revision of the law would not 
affect the interests of the game. Cricket is nota necessity: the world 
would jog along very well without it; it gives us health and a whole- 
some means of recreation, but its laws answer no moralends; the 
breaking of one of them would not affect the interests of society or 
shake the stability of public funds; its professors gain wealth and 
eminence by exhibitions of skill and not by resorting to trickery, and 
this must continue to be the case if the whole code of laws were 
disregarded. We do not therefore see how the interests of cricket is 
to be affected by the toleration of a player’s peculiarities. Say what 
we will, no one can become an eminent cricketer by any royal road, 
There is no creeping in at the back door; every cricketer, prominently 
before the public, has become so by exhibiting skill, and by no other 
means. Willsher is a skilful cricketer, and whether he throws or 
bowls, his position in the cricket world is undoubted, and no amount 
of discussion will ever move him from his position—gained, be it re- 
membered, by the very peculiarities Which make him a law breaker. 
In conclusion, we sincerely trust that when the cricket season of 1863 
commences, we shall be enabled to publish a revised code of laws, 
and one which will place beyond possibility the chance of another 
such a scene occurring as that which marred the harmony of the great 
match between Surrey and England last week. 


E have been informed, on very excellent authority, that the 
banquet to which it was proposed to invite Captain 
Parren-SaunvDeErs ‘last month was indefinitely postponed, in conse- 
quence of the absence of some of the principal personages who had 
promised to be present on the occasion, and that the dinner which 
really did take place, was entirely of a private character, and hence 
the exclusion of the representatives of the press, We are glad to be 
enabled to offer this explanation, as no doubt many of our readers 
thought, with us, that if the press could not find admission to a scene 
of this kind the proceedings would be of a character which 
would not bear being exposed to the glare of public opinion. We 
look forward to further announcements with some interest, as we are 
assured that at the banquet we shall hear most satisfactory explana- 
tions of the gallant amateur’s motives in declinmg to run DeERroor

MEETING. was held, on the evening of Wednesday, August 
26th, for the purpose of considering thé policy of proceeding 

with the indictment preparing against Mr. AppLEBy. The gentleman 
in question, it will be remetabered, was the protfioter of the late dog 
show held at the neW Agfticultural Hall, at Islington, and whose 
subsequent bankruptcy created so large an excitement in a variety of 
circles. At the meeting of Wednesday last the prize-holders deter- 
mined to proceed with the indictment, and at once entered into a 
subscription for carrying out their purpose, much to the regret of 
many interested in the affair, Who did not think; proper to present 
themselves at the meeting. We say much to their regret, because we 
are assured that the absentees were, in the majority of cases, of 
opinion that if left usmolested Mr. Arrrepy would meet all his 
liabilities as soon as possible ; but less on this account than that they 
deemed his singulat ptoceedings in connection with the late show in 
the light of premeditated wrongs than as errors of judgment, which 
he now exceedingly regrets. We do not know Mr. Aprrxsy, nor do 
we know how far correct are the rumours we hear, but, presuming 
that there is a shadow of possibility hanging about them, we certainly 
think that the more generous and Christian-like mode of treatment 
would be to await the upshot of the proceedings now pending in the 
Court of Bankruptcy, and give an unfortunate man a chance of 
retrieving his character and standing in society to that of casting him 
into a gaol, among felons of the deepest dye, and, “at one fell swoop,” 
crushing out the prospects of a life which may even yet be profitably 


spent, ;

Tur Sr. Lecer movements have assumed an air of bustle and mystery quito 
unexpected at soearly a period. These prominent features have invariably 
been reserved for the Warwick Meeting toevoke; but instead of waiting now 
till nearer the eve of the great race we get the perplexities some ten daysor a 
fortnight earlier.

questionable movements have transpired. Itis true the Marquis is as firm ‘ 
ever; there is still a growing tendency to make Buckstone and Carisb red 
rather “thot” in the market; but in addition to their being no wateirent ‘ 

the depressing tone against Caractacus, Johnny Armstrong looks very moh 
like being “coopered,” and Exchequer to be also ‘‘on the go.” It is reported, 
too, that Hurricane will be reserved for the Park Hill Stakes, a-step not un- 
likely to be followed by Colonel Towneley with Imperatrice; if so, the Leger 
field may dwindle down much more extensively than could have been expected 
just prior to the Knavesmire revels, for itis pretty certain, now that Caterer, 
Laughing Stock, and Ensign are put out of training, Neptunus and Hubert are 
dead lame, Old Calabar still rheumatically affected, and Lady Alice Hawthorn 

Bonny Breast Knot, Citadel, Garibaldi, and Piccador, utterly worthless, Wwe 
shall not get probably more than The Marquis Buckstone, Argonaut, Exche- 
quer, Carisbrook, Caractacus, Johnny Armstrong, Norroy, the Stockwell and 
Clarissa colts, and Warminster to face the starter, unless Ace of Clubs and the 
Knave are ordered to make the running for the twofavourites. Even Norroy’s 
starting we look upon as doubtful, as ho cannot be got all right; and it is 
very certain that neither Bertha, Cellarius, nor Biondella can get the distance.

creased by the animus exhibited by the Carisbrook partisans. Though second 
favourite, Buckstone is not backed with that spirit we usually see extended to 
Mr, Merry’s horses when known to be wanted; but the layers of the present 
odds are very careful, knowing full well that the Russley crack is full of health 
and condition, will be entrusted to one of the most skilful and determined 
riders of the day, and that his immenso stride ig just suited to the moor of 
Doneaster, Argonaut, we believe, has immensely improved; and when Sir 
Joseph Hawley is in earnest it is folly to oppose him too strongly. Just prior 
to the Derby, Reape was tried highly with Asteroid, but went amiss ot the 
eleventh hour, which, after all, was not to be wondered at, for his preparation 
had heen marked by severity, and was hurried; yet could not possibly be 
avoided. Physic and rest subsequently imparted vigour and spirits; bloom and 
condition have since rewarded attention, skill, and anxiety; and no horse 
will strip for the Leger better than the representative of the famous cherry 
jacket; therefore, we recommend our friends not to stand against Argonaut 
on the day. The most flattering accounts are to band anent The Marquis, 
and John Scott boldly asserts that there is nothing in the race within 51b. of 
him. Of course, the veteran's judgment should at all times be respected; but 
as “thero’s many a slip ’twixt the cup and the lip "—Thormanby, Ellington, 
Blink Bonny, Wild Dayrell, Cossack, Cotherstone, Coronation, and a host of 
others, to wit—and the successes of Caller Ou, Sunbeam, Warlock, Saucehox 
Knight of St. George, Nutwith, Blue Bonnet, &., have shown us how proverbial 
tho St. Leger is for surprises, we cannot enlist in the intense sanguin eness of 
the Wizard of the North, Buckstone is nearly a stone improved horse; Caris. 
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brook, though his mode of preparation is not highly approved of, is a game and 
useful animal; and were we sure that there was 10 ground for the report that 
questionable feet has interfered with Caractacus’s work, we should be inclined 
to think that freshness and an experienced jockey would make at least 101b. 
difference to the Derby winner. Now, in the face of these, and the knowledge 
that Argonaut is himself again, that Exchequer evinced good form at Worces- 
ter, and the fact that Johnny Armstrong was a better two-year old than either 
Carisbrook, Neptunus, or Zetland, and was always preferred in the stable to 
Tim Whiffler, we cannot concede that the Leger is such a certainty for the 
great Whitewall “crack;” and, moreover, he has yet to convince us that he 
can get a mile and thre-quarters. Next week, however, we shall be necessi- 
tated to indicate his probable conqueror, and we trust that our efforts m ay be 
crowned with success. At present, the race is a very open one, and the per- 
plexities by which it is enshrouded very great.

MUSICAL AND THEATRICAL. 


WE have but few changes to notice, and those of an unimportant 
character, if we except the substitution of English for Italian opera 
at Covent-garden, more particularly referred to below, and the with- 
drawal of “Medea” at the Apgxpai, and the production of 
“ Adrienne Lecouvreur,” with Miss Jones in the character of 
Adrienne, also fully commented upon in another place. At Daury- 
LANE the inexhaustible “Colleen Bawn” still attracts numerous 
and highly respectable audiences; and the Beni-zoug-zoug Arabs 
(whose euphonious cognomen sounds to us singularly like the grunts 
of satisfaction heard to proceed occasionally from a good old fat 
porker wallowing in a pool of mud, and enjoying the genial sun- 
shine) are as attractive as ever. If the name of their tribe resembles 
the grunting of a pig, their agility is worthy being compared with 
the movements of the far more graceful gazelle: their performances 
are, indeed, extraordinary, and worthy a visit. The other attrac- 
tion at this house is found in Miss Hough, an American actress, who 
appeared with success in “The Yankee Legacy ” on Monday evening. 
At the Haymarket his progressively idiotic lordship, Dundreary, 
attracts the same large crowds we have been accustomed to see about 
the doors for months past. Py the way, we really wonder whether it 
is possible to find a substitute for Miss Hill, supposing she should be 
unable to continue the part of Georgina?

tille,” and “ Dinorah” in preference to productions without reputation. 
The first opera produced was that of “The Lily of Killarney,” which 
created a wonderful sensation when brought out last season. The 
only changes in the cast have been the substitution of Miss Thirl- 
wall for Miss M‘Lean in the character of Ann Chute, and Mr. 


G. P erren for Mr. Haigh in the character of Hardress Cregan. - The 
former is a vocalist of great ability, and at once established himself 
by the beautiful style in which he sang the fine ballad “ Hily 
Mavourneen ;” Winning a warm and deserved encore. Miss Thirl- 
wall’s success was also undoubted: she is not only an excellent voca- 
list, but an accomplished actress, and @ great acquisition to the com- 
pany. It is scarcely necessary to add that in the characters of Lily, 
Myles, and Danny Mann, Miss L. Pyne, Mr. Harrison, and Mr. 
Santley created the most enthusiastic applause, and that on their 
entrance they were welcomed with a warmth which at once proved 
how high they stand in public estimation. To Mr. A. Mellon a word 
of praise is due for the admirable manner in which he conducted the 
performance: to this gentleman was also accorded the cordial greet- 
ing to which his long and honourable occupation of the conductor’s 
chair entitled him. The second revival was that of “The Rose of 
Castille,” the most popular of all Balfe’s new operas. The feature 
was the re-appearance of Mr. W, H. Weiss in his original character of 
Don Sebastian, the which no other singer can fill with his power and 
grace. The whole of his songs were received with marked enthu- 
Siasin, and he had to repeat several morceaux before the audience could 


be satistied, Mr, Harrison’s Manuel was as fresh as ever. His acting 


in this character is certainly of surpassing merit, whilst his voice ap- 
pears peculiarly adapted to the class of music set down for him. We 
have seen several Manuels, but not one to be compared with Mr. 
Harrison, in spite of their possersing qualities of voice of which he 
cannot boast. ‘There is a charm in Mr. Harrison’s performance which 
must be seen to be duly appreciated, and which must be seen several 
times before thoroughly enjoyed. The ease, grace, and finish of his 
picture of the muleteer may be placed beside any assumption of 
light comedy character before the public without his losing anything 
by the comparison. Of Miss Pyne’s assumption of Z/vira it is 
only necessary to say that it has lost none of its sweetness or exquisite 
finish, and that is to say that it is still a treat of the highest order. 
In Mr. Honey’s old part of Don Florio Santa Cruz we have Mr. 
John Rouse, an actor of sterling merit, and a singer who has been 
too long out of the position in which we now gladly see him. He is 
a true artiste, and the more that is seen of him the better it will be for 
his reputation. “ Dinorah” has served to introduce. Mdlle. Parepa 
to the audience, an addition to the company it is scarcely possible to 
too highly appreciate. Her singing of the shadow song was the signal 
for such an outburst of enthusiasm as is but seldom witnessed in an 
opera house. “ Dinorah” also served to introduce Madame Laura 
Baxter to the audience. We have only space to record her highly 
successful debut. ‘‘Maritana” has been the great feature of the pre- 
sent week, and has drawn large audiences. So much has been said 
of Mr. Harrison and Miss Pyne in this opera that it would be a task 
of supererogation to add any further comment. With such a strong 
company, we cannot doubt that the present season will be the most 
successful of any during the reign of Miss Pyne and Mr, Harrison 
on the throne of English opera—a position we trust they will long 
and profitably occupy. ; 


ADELPHI, . 


Tue production of “ Adrienne Le Couvreur” at this house appears 
more acceptable to the audiences than that of “Medea,” in spite of 
Miss Jones being immensely superior in the classic play to what she 
is in the long and rather painful drama in which she now appears ; 
but Adelphi audiences are not strictly classical in their tastes, and so 
prefer pieces more calculated to appeal to the easily excited passions 
than is “ Medea.” Of Miss Jones in the character of the actress 
Adrienne, we can speak in terms of unqualified approbation; every 
phase of the part was strongly and truthfully brought out, and in the 
last act, where a whole crowd of conflicting emotions are realised, she 
gave a sublimity to the situations which they could not have received 
at the hands of any other actress on the English stage.

Tuts splendid place of amusement is now in the zenith of its glory. The 
entertainments provided. day after day,for the thousands of fleasure seekers 
are of an unexteptionable character, and the gardens present a variety 
of attraetion which will be sought after in vain in any other spot in England.

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: THE THEATRES IN HOLY WEEK.’ 


A Number of Churchmen, headed by the Hon. Colin Lindsay, nave me- 
morialised the Lord Chamberlain on the subject of the opening of the metro- 
politan theatres in Passion Week, as the time is approaching when the ordinary 
annual licences are issued. Mr. Lindsay reminds the Lord Chamberlain that 
in the spring a deputation waited upon him in connection with this subject, 
when his lordship declared that it would be impossible to accede to the memo- 
rial then presented, in consequence of the licences having been already 
granted. The memorialists now urge that there is a strong feeling of respect 
in the minds of Churchmen for the Holy Week, and that it would be a serious 
blow to religion, as well asa violence toa feeling of reverence for a time- 
honoured and pious custom, if the theatres were again allowed to be opened 
during that week. The memorialists, therefore, submit to the Lord Chamber- 
lain that, on the issue of the usual licences to the managers of theatres, he 
should insert the ancient clause, prohibiting the theatres under his lordship’s 
jurisdiction (that is within the metropolis) from being opened in tke Holy 
Week. 2% - : : 


CrosE or Her Masesty’s Toeatre.—The performances at “ playhouse 
prices” came to a close on Saturday evening last. These performances have 
been a great boon to the miscellaneous public now assembled in London in 
consequence of the Great Exhibition. The house has been well attended upon 
all occasions, and hence we can hardly doubt the fact that Mr. Mapleson’s 
policy in conceding an economical tariff and abolishing inconvenient restric- 
tions as regards dress has met with its reward. On the latter evenings the 
parts allotted to Signor Giuglini have been filled by Mr. Walter Bolton and 
Mr. Swift, a tenor singer of merit, and whose experiences upon the continental 
operatic stage have been considerable. Mdlle. Tietjens, however, has been the 
grand attraction the whole of the “cheap nights;’’ and to the, undeviating 
fidelity of this gifted artist to the manager and his interests their success may 
be mainly attributed. The performances on Saturday were on tho occasion of 
her well-deserved beuefit, and consisted of two aets of “‘ Norma” and an act 
of “Lucia di Lammermoor.” The National Anthem followed the operatic 
selections, and the entertainment terminated with the cloister scene and 
divertissement from ** Robert le Diable.” 

THeatRicaAL Cnances.—Mr. Edmund Falconer has purchased from Mr. E. T. 
Smith the remainder of his lease (six years) of Drury-lane Theatre, and will 
enter upon the direction of that establishment at the close of Mr. Boucicault’s 
sub-tenancy in December. The new lessee will take with him the principal 
members of his present Lyceum company, and will commence at Christmas 
for which he is now making extensive arrangements. The new lessee of the 
Lyceum, Mr. Fechter, will thus be enabled to open that theatre somewhat 
earlier than was anticipated. It is understood that at Easter some of the 
recent improvements made by French machinists will be introduced, to give 
increased effect to the scenic and mechanical illusions. Amongst the members 
of Mr. Fechter’s company we hear of Mr. Phelps, Mr. Walter Montgomery, 
Mr. and Mrs, Charles Mathews, Mr. Widdicomb, and Miss Kate Terry being 
already engaged. One of the earliest features of the new management will 
be a Shakesperian revival, on the same principle that attracted so much atten- 
tion at the Princess's, and original dramas, in the elaborate Parisian style, will 
also be produced on a scale of unusual completeness in every department.” 4 

Tue Pavition.—This admirable hall still puts forth a succession of bril- 
liant programmes, and continues to attract large audiences.

THE RACE FOR THE CHAMPIONS CUP, BETWEEN 
W. LANG AND E. MILLS. 


Monpay.—The recurring contest of ten miles for the Champion Challenge 
Cup, presented by Mr. J.C. Baum, of the White Lion, Hackney Wick, took place 
on Monday at that highly-popular sporting rendezvous, when the parties con- 
tending forthesame were William Lang (alias Crowcatcher), of Middlesborough, 
and Edward Mills, of Hackney Wick. The celebrity of the competitors very 
naturally created an absorbing interest, their antecedents having long sinca 
placed them among the high-class standards of pedestrianism; Lang, from 
his clipping performance with Siah Albison, &., and Mills from his well- 
remembered race in December last, with Deerfoot, the Seneca Indian, and 
other notoricties of the peripatetic world. The origin of this present match 
may thus be briefly noted. About six weeks back the cup was contended for 
between Samuel Barker, of Billingsgate, and the aforesaid Lang, of the “north 
countrie.” Little Sam had the misfortune then to be defeated on that occasion ; 
and Lang bore away the trophy in triumph. He was not allowed, however, to 
rest long without a challenge, and the same came from the gallant 
Edward Mills, whose portrait this week appears in our pages, having beon 
expressly taken by that well-known photographer, Mr. P. Chappuis, of €9, 
Fleet-street. Articles were at once ratified for a race between them and a £51) 
stake. The arrangements of the meeting were carried out entirely under the 
superintendence of W. Price; the weather was somewhat gloomy, yet quite 
fine ; and there were nearly 4,000 spectators on the ground. Good order pre- 
vailed throughout. The police arrangements were admirable, being conducted 
by Inspector Bowley and Sergeant Busaine: nothing awry disturbed the 
equanimity of the highly respectable body of spectators who were assembled 
together. The cup, which was placed outside the window of the White Lion 
overlooking the ground, is a massive silver prize, 24in. in height, and weighs 
as nearas possible 830z. It is emblazoned with figures in frosted Silver at 
due intervals of space upon its polished surface ; the chased shield for the in-- 
scription of the name of the winner yet remains unoccupied. 

Lang, it will be recollected, attained the culminating point of his pedestrian 
fame by running the fastest mile race on record with Siah Albison, as alluded 
to above, in the North of England, in the extraordivary time of four minutes 
and twenty-four and a quarter seconds. As might naturally be anticipated, 
this extraordinary time placed him immediately upon the zenith of popularity, 
and he was thus looked upon as one of the A division among the athlete, He 
is usually backed when in town, and running in the metropolitan district, by 
and from Mr. Jesse Smith’s, Peacock, Maiden-lane, Southampton-street. His 
height is as near dft 9in, and_he is twenty-three years of age. On the 29th of 
March last he was engaged (after winning the one mile and a quarter 
Champion Cup at the cutlery town of Sheffield) in a mile match, for £25 a side, 
at the Copenhagen Grounds, Manchester, against John White, of Gateshead, 
Newcastle-upon-T'yne. Lang was backed freely at 7 to 4, despite of his having 
to give the Northumbrian 10 yds in the distance. Croweatcher failed in this 
spin, giving up inthe last lap. His first race for the cup he is now re-holding 
is given below, with the full and official time annexed, in order that, as far as 
the race was run on Monday last, our readers may be enabled to compare 
notes, 

Edward Mills, of Bethnal Green, has gained great renown for his perform- 
ances, which are by far too numerous to mention in our limited space. They 
will, too, doubtless, be in the recollection of our readers. This gallant little 
clipper was brought more prominently before the public gazo upon the advent 
of Deerfoot, the Seneca Indian, in this country. The Indian business was com- 
menced in right down carnest by matches being made at six miles, for £50 
and the Champion's Cup, with Mills, and ten miles, for a like amount and the 
Champion's Cup, at that distance. Tho Bethnal Green hero met the swarthy 
stranger on the 9th of September, 1861, and defeated the latter very easily in 
32min 8ljsec._ A fortnight afterwards he was beaten’by Deerfoot in a ten mila 
handicap at Hackney Wick, with J. White, of Gateshead, and J. Brighton, of 
Norwich. He was again obliged to succumb to the Deerfoot, at ten miles, 
at the Rotunda Gardens, Dublin; and also to the Indian ina silver cup race 
at Birmingham. He now was deemed one of the finest stars of the Deerfoot 
troupe, and we next find him in that capacity at the Victoria Grounds, Leeds, 
in company with Brighton and Barker. He was too seriously indisposed at 
Cambridge to run with his confreres before the Prince of Wales, in a six mile. 
dash some time afterwards, and was particularly noticed by the favour of his 
Royal Highness, the future King of England; and, notwithstanding his being 
too unwell to show, he shared in tbe Prince’s bounty even with those that did 
run. He is 5ft 5in in height, and has just turned twenty-one years of age. 

The time specified for starting was six o'clock, when both competitors 
appeared at the mark. Lang was made a strong favourite at evens and 5 to 4, 
as Mills ran with his leg bandaged from the old sprain. The ground had tobe 
traversed sixty-eight times to complete the specitied distance. Lang was at- 
tended by Jesse Smith, of the Peacock, Maiden-lane, and Johnson, of Salford, 
Manchester. He looked in first-class trim for his task. Mills had his old 
friend Barker to look after him, and certai. ly dii not appear to be in his usual 
clipping form, When the appointed signal had been given, the men bor ‘ted 
away at a fair pace, the Hackney Wick representative forcing the runni:g, 
and keeping about a yard in the van until reaching the pavilion in the eleventh 
lap, when the Middlesborough hero darted by him. Lang kept in front until 
the sixteenth round, and then fell back again, In the nineteenth lap the game 
was once more reversed, for Lang resumed his pioneering, and it was quite 
apparent that Mills was suffering from his weak leg, despite the gailant though 
unsuccessful efforts he was making to quit his opponent. The lead then alier- 
nated between the two ata terrific pace, but Lang had a manifest advantage, 
and strode on in excellent style. The couple were enthusiastically cheered as 
they occasionally made a dashing spurt and passed and repassed each other 
Mile after mile progressed in this manner, until half the course had been 
careered over, when Lang's star was still in the ascendant, and he was rattling 
away ata clipping rate of speed, which was having its tell-tale effect 
upon the Londoner. Lang materially imcreased his lead in the sixth 
round, and 2 to 1 was freely offered upon his yictory; but there were no 
takers, At length the race was brought to a sudden termination by 
Mills being compelled to give up in the flfty-first lap, as he found the sinews of 
his leg again giving way. He was carefully tended. Lang then put on his 
clothes, and finished the distance at his leisure, being warmly congratulated 
by his friends at his retention of this handsome trophy. The partisans of 
Mills offered to match him again at four miles for £100 a side; but Lan.’s 
friends declined to make the match if they had to run at Hackney Wick, 
The time taken was 98 under :—

But little need be said in the way of remark to the past contest for this im- 
portant trophy, the possession of which invariably creates so much excite- 
ment in all pedestrian circles. It was a red-letter day for the winner, who 
was in superb fettle for the day’s proceedings, and had evidently trained 
on to some purpose, The cup was won by Sam Barker, in May last, from 
William Jones, of Islington. Lang then became the challenger, and ran and 
won it from the Billingsgate youth in July last, 

A more splendid race on this latte® Occasion was not witnessed or excelled 
since the time of Jackson and Levitt, as will be seen from the accompanying 
time :—

Immediately after this race Lang was matched at ten miles, for the Cup and 
£25 a side, against Edward Mills; and another match was likewise made 
between the two, at six miles and the Champion's Belt, for £25 a side, This 
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latter spin takes place on Monday, the 15th inst.; but many doubts have been 
engendered by this running as to whether tho Bethnal-green clipper will even 
then be sufficiently recovered to cast in successfully with him of Middles- 
borough. The result will be waited for with irrepressible anxiety; for the 
information of our readers we give the conditions of the forthcoming struggle 
for the im . 

The winner of the belt to hold himself in readiness to run any one who may 
challenge him through the columns of Bell’s Life, at six weeks’ notice, for £25 
a side. 

In case of a match being made, the holder of the belt ta hand it over to Mr. 
Baum by twelve o'clock on the day of the race. 

The winner of the belt not to be allowed to take it away until he has 
deposited the sum of £15, and given a guarantee for its production in the 
eveut of a match being made before the expiration of eighteen months. 

It must state in the articles for the belt to start by the first report of a pistol, 
and the referee toname a man to fire the pistol.

Tf a match be made forihe belt towards the expiration of the eighteen 
months, and there is only time for one match to take place, a third or fourth 
person may claim to run in a sweepstakes, on the same conditions, providing 
he challenges to do so in Bell’s Life, the week following the match is made. 

No man to be allowed to have his name engraved on the belt until he has held 
it against all comers for the space of eighteen months, after which time it shall 
become his own private property. 

In case of the Metropolitan Race Grounds being done away with for public 
improvement, Mr. Baum will haye the right to name another ground for the 
belt to be run for. 

[Since writing the above we find that, judging of the high importance of 
the ensuing race, Mills, for the satisfaction of his backers, has consulted Mr. 
Major, of Park-lane, Piccadilly, upon the subject of his sprain; and as that 
well-known practitioner of the veterinary art is so thoroughly au fait in these 
matters, there are good and reasonable hopes that Mills will receive such 
sterling benefit from his treatment that hoe will appear at the post in an 
entirely improved form for competition for this six-mile belt.]

COPENHAGEN GROUNDS, WANDSWORTH. 

MATCH BETWEEN HaTLEY AND THoMas.—These pedestrians met on Monday, 
on Mr, John Garratt’s enclosed ground, to walk three miles for £20 a side. 
The pedestrians to accomplish the distance had to make the circuit of the 
course twelve times, the circumference of the ground being exactly 440 yards. 
The betting was very spirited, Thomas, after there had been even money laid, 
being made the favourite at5and6to4. James Miles, the pedestrian, was 
chosen to efficiate as referee. It was agreed tho pedestrians should start 
themselves, and the instant they got off they went rattling along at a 
swinging pace, and for the first 200 yards they kept well together, but when 
this distance had been covered Hatley came to the front. Thomas, from the 
manner he got over the ground, gave proof of having a good turn of speed. 
Or the termination of the first lap Hatley was, as they passed the referee, 
something like two or three yards in advance, and this advantage he main- 
tained throughout the performance of the second lap. Thomas, as his com- 
petitor attempted to spurt, was always ready to respond to the challenge, so 
that Hatley, although he did his utmost to break away, was unable to effect 
what he desired, as Thomas stuck to him with resolation. When the pedes- 
trians entered upon the third lap (three-quarters of a. mile) Hatley was leading 
by some three or four yards, and it was really fine heel and toc walking. On 
the finish of the fourth lap Hatley was still leading some three or four yards, 
the first mile being accomplished in 7min 22sec, a proof neither had been in 
any way troubled with the “slows.” Althongh*Thomas was 1n the rear, still 
bis partisans were not less confident than at the start; indeed, it was imagined 
thathe was making a waiting race of it Throughout the fifth, sixth, and 
seventh lap there was no variation in the position of the men. Immediately, 
however, they had entered upon the eighth lap the pace was accelerated in a 
remarkable manner, and it was apnarent that the competitors had made up 
their minds to make this the turning point of the match. As the competitors 
rounded the bend of the course Thomas closed upon his man, and so improved 
his position that for a moment he came to the front. Ho was not destined to 
long maintain the lead, for his opponent again came on, and after another fine 
spurt was once more foremost. The two miles were accomplished in 15min 
14sec, and as they entered upon the ninth lap (this being the first of the third 
mile) Hatley was leading by some ten ora dozen yards. From this period 
Hatley may be said to have had the match his own way, for Thomas fell more 
and more in the rear; and his friends finding he had no chance insisted on 
his pulling up as they entered upon the twelfth and last lap. Hatley being 
unopposed for the best part of the last ‘ quarter,” finished an easy winner. 
Thomas was waited upon throughout by-Frederick Sims, who exerted himself 
most zealously on the part of his man.

DEERFOOT AT GILMOREHILL.—ANOTHER DEFEAT. 


Tue grounds at Gilmorchill were never so crowded as they were on Monday 
afternoon. There would not be less than twenty thousand people, of nearly 
every class, from the clergyman to the thief, present, to witness the won- 
derful performances of Deerfoot, the celebrated Seneca Indian, and other 
English pedestrian champions. It was publicly announced some time since 
that a grand pedestrian gala would take place at the College Park on the 20th 
of last month, but in consequence of some misarrangement with the College 
Park authorities, the Celtic Society, and Deerfoot’s party, the affair did not 
come off, which caused much disappointment to thousands who had made 
their minds up to see the much-tallked of Indian. Arrangements, however, 
were subsequently made with the directors of the Abstainers’ Union that the 
performance would take place at Gilmorehill yesterday afternoon, and about 
four o'clock the roads in every direction to the gardens were crowded with 
pedestrians anxious tosee the sports. The admission was sixpence, and to the 
stand, which was packed to overcrowding, another sixpence, so that Deerfoot 
and his lot would no doubt leave Glasgow with heavier purses than when they 
came toit. The course, one-third of a mile in circumference, was staked off, 
eee large crowds of people who attempted to get in the inside were kept 
Polft and in admirable order, by a detachment of the Glasgow and County 

olice, under the command of Superintendents M’Kenzie and Dewar. A brass 
band was in attendance, and played some popular music during the per- 
formance. The sports commenced witha match at ball gathering, confined 
to boys belonging to the neighbourhood, and a sack race, at both of which 
there was much amusement. There was next a 220 yds race, and amile race ; 
the last of which was run very fast, and won by Park of Glasgow, who beat 
six others easily. The great race of 11 miles came next, and it was expected 
that this feat would be accomplished within the hour by Deerfoot, as it had 
never before been done ip Scotland, and only once in England. In order that 
the contest should be on equal terms, the men were handicapped—Deerfoot 
and Brighton at scratch, and Andrews, Jackson, and Mower at 300 yds start. 
The course having been cleared as far ag possible, the men started at a 
clipping pace, Andrews appearing very shortly in front of the first ruck, which 
he maintained throughout, and came in the winner of the race, beating Deer- 
foot and Brighton by about 150 yds, while Jackson, the celebrated American 
Deer, came in second, beating the cracks about 60 yds. These two ran very 
pluekily, especially the Old Deer, who Was cheered lustily by all and sundry 
when he arrived at the goal. Mower retired about the sixth mile heat, The 
interest, however, was centred in the race between Deerfoot and Brighton. 
They ran close together during the whole race, passing and Tepassing each 
other frequently, and at no timé was there more than a dozen of yards between 
them. It will be seen from the following time at which Deerfoot passed the 
grand stand that the race on Tun ata clipping pace; but the distance was 
not accomplished within the hour, unfortunately for Deerfoot, as some gentle- 
men in Glasgow had promised hima massive silyer goblet if he performed 
the feat:—Ist mile, 4 min.

PATSY CLARE, FOR £10 A SIDE. 


Tae catch-weight encounter between these novices for the above sum took 
place on Tuesday last, in the Home circuit, and although there are no ante- 
cedents to point at on either side, yet a fair share of interest was attached to 
the battle in consequence of their having been backed from Nat Langham’s, 
the Mitre Tavern, St. Martin’s-lane; and Dan Collins's, the Bricklayers' Arms, 
Webb-street, Bermondsey—singularly eneugh, both old opponents of the re- 
nowned Tom Sayers. Patsy, a gay like sprig of the Emerald Isle, hailed from 
the domicile of the former professor, and is yetin his teens, being nineteen 
years of age on the 17th of December. He was born at Kilmarlock, in the 
county of Limerick; stands about 5ft Gin, and weighed 8st 6lb. He was 
Seconded by Jem Dillon and Job Cobley. Jack Baines was born in Black 

orse-alley, Fleot-street, and will be twenty-one years old on the 22nd of next 
month. He weighed 8st 4lb —2Ib lighter than his opponent—is within 
an ace of the same standard as regards height, and had the seconding assist- 
anos of Young Harrington and George Henley, who takes a benefit at Jemmy 
‘Welsh’s, the Griffin, Church-street, Borough, on Monday. The rail was first 
resorted to the river side, and all parties were conveyed to the scene of action 
by boat after a pleasant voyage.

Round 17—Garibaldi dashed out his left on the figure-head, and set the tap 
running again to the consternation of the layers of odds. A long struggle was 
followed by a rally to the ropes, when Baines had Clare on the top rope, and 
for a moment the men were most unseemly surrounded by a mob, and the 
referee was compelled to get into the ring to see what was going on. . The 
collision at the cords terminated in Patsy being thrown. 

Round 18—Jack led and planted his left with much precision on the know- 
ledge box, and made Patsy look round him. Another stab followed on Clare's 
right eye, which was like the other, fast closing. Yet he was exceedingly 
strong, and when he could accomplish his wishes in this respect, he speedily 
bored his antagonist to the earth. 

Round 19~—Neither flinched from work, but went at it hammer and tongs, 
like good boys, until the round was suddenly terminated by a throw which 
was again made by Patsy. 

Round 20—This bout appeared to be pretty decisive of the actual issue of 
the contest. Baines repeatedly pinked his man on both optics, and his 
extremely limited vision naturally enough caused the greatest anxiety to his 
friends. It was here that Baines now had to make his game, for he adminis- 
tered with both hands in regular one, two fashion, and succeeded in throwing 
his opponent very heavily, 

Rounds 21 to 383—The remainder of the rounds it is unnecessary to detail, as 
their character was all one way, and the gallant Irishman became as blind as 2 
bat. Under these circumstances he was completely at the power of his opponent, 
and Jem Dillon, finding he had no chance, threw up the sponge in token of 
defeat, after the fight had lasted exactly one hour and five minutes. Clare’ re- 
fused to give in, and*rushed wildly after Baines, crying like a child to bo 
allowed to renew the encounter. The sponge having been thrown up, how- 
ever, caused Baines to be immediately removed from the ring, and so finished 
this interesting little event. 

REMARKS, 


This was a rough, merry fight, although there was no display of superior 
science or skill. As noyices, they have acquitted themselves in a manner 
which really entitles them to credit. As to the winner, he fought under strong 
disadvantages, He was in very indifferent trim, through not having actually. 
had enough provender in training; and there was thus some little excuse for 
him exercising a little discretion in the task he was engaged in performing. 
He is a game boxer, and will most assuredly be heard of hereafter to advan- 
tage. As to the loser, we never saw a little fellow work his way upwards in 
such a courageous and determined style, from first to last. He had a lead for 
about the first forty minutes, when his right hand went completely up from 
his hitting his opponent's nob, and he could not use it to any advantage after- 
wards. Added to this, that all the latter portion of the battle he was so blind 
that he was but as a shuttlecock in the hands of a clever playman, and it 
would be a positive cruelty to have prolonged the contest. We trust his friends 
will rally round him, and get him up a good benefit. Tho winner had his left 
eye closed, and the left ears of both were much puffed and swollen, The 
stakes have to be given up this evening at Dan Col ins’s, Bricklayers’ Arms, 
Webb-street, Bermondsey.

Heenan usod “ ‘The Baby” up some time since, and few 
there are who can stand his poundings for any length of time. Mackey fur-

HEENAN IN NOTTINGHAM. 

A CONSIDERABLE amount of interest was excited in Nottingham on Saturday, 
from the announcement that John O. Heenan, the champion of America, and 
the rival of Tom Sayers for the championship of England, would appear here 
in companionship with a travelling circus. Large crowds attended the morning 
and afternoon exhibition, and they were not disappointed. Wecan only speak 
of the afternoon performance from actual knowledge. The equestrianism 
was of the usual preliminary character. The feats on the trapeze were not 
horrible; though, if the man fell down he would have to crash through a large 
disc of tin reflectors and moderateur lamps, and, of course, bo impaled upon 
the fragments. There were frequent calls for “ the clown,” and Walloett satis- 
fied the demand by appearing as “Touchstone.” He was met with a round 
of cheers, and his jesting was of a character to justify the high reputation he 
holds. He can be wise, satirical, and rude by turns; and in each alternation 
he says witty and really clever things. Not descending to bodily contortions, 
he keeps his audience amused by the play of his wit; and he is really original. 
Most circus clowns, now-a-days, learn sayings off by rote, and repeat them, 
parrot fashion. Wallett will fling a stinging rejoinder to some gallery occu- 
pant, pregnant with point, and evitlently impromtu. . He excelled himself on 
Saturday evening, especially when he uttered his aspirations for new repre- 
sentatives in Parliament for New Basford and Bobbers’ Mill. The greatest 
interest of the evening centred necessarily in Heenan. The rival of Sayers 
fought a few rounds with Ryal, of Birmingham. {The man stood magnificently 
—a Colossus. His stature is superb, and his development of muscle is asto- 
nishing. He realises Longfellow’s ideality, for the “sinews of his brawny 
arms stand out like iron bands.” He had a few set-to’s with his antagonist, 
Ryal is no chicken, and he stands a deal of pounding, but it was quite evident 
that Heenan’s enormous stretch of arm and power of stroke could knock him 
out of the combatany moment. The fisticuff was friendly, however, and al- 
though there were some ‘‘plaguey knocks,” they went away smiling, followed 
with the applause of about a thousand spectators.

MAY AND HENRY STRATFORD: SCULLERS’ RACE FOR £50. 
A WELL-CONTESTED match was rowed on Monday between Edward May, a 
landsman, of the Times Unity Rowing Club, and Henry Stratford, a water- 
man’s apprentice, hailing from Lambeth. The distance was from Putney to 
Barnes Railway Bridge, and everything was favourable to the success of the 
race. The steamer Citizen B (Captain Wanslow) accompanied the race with a 
tolerably large muster of sight-seers on board. The men appeared in admi- 
rable condition, capable of affording a rich treat to lovers of the sport—a pro- 
mise most agreeably realised by the result. Speculation on board was on the 
whole rather brisk; from the departure from London Bridge to the arrival at 
Putney Stratford crept into favour, and at the start 7 to 4 was freely offered on 
him. We gave acomplete list of May's performances in March last, on the oc- 
casion of his race with Spencer, and need not therefore repeat them here. But 
apropos des bottes (it is particularly requested that the pun may be regarded), it 
is not a little singular that a similar accident should have happened to May’s 
Opponent on this occasion as the one which he himself suffered from on the oc- 
casion of his last-mentioned eontest, 7.¢., the loss of the use of the right arm.

manner, but only to be again caught. This style of thing continued until the 
arrival at Crabtree, where May seemed inclined to thinkit was time to go away 
in earnest, and, laying to it, went straight away with an excellentlead, but 
Stratford again and again came up to him and appeared capable of dashing 
away ahead, but May was not sleeping, and when at Hammersmith Bridge shot 
‘out a good two lengths in front; it was then thought he was going to have it 
all his own way, but Stratford, in the most gallant manner, came up to a level 
With his opponent's stern, and again changed the current of public opinion. It 
was hard work: from this point to Chiswick Ait, where May once more 
assumed his old lead of two lengths. Then ensued one of the gamest strug- 
gles it was possible to witness, and Stratford again drew over his man, and the 
excitement grew intense, but at this critical moment Stratford's right arm gave 
way, and he pulled across his opponent's stern, nearly fouling him, towards the 
‘Surrey shore. This was the finale, for Stratford was too exhausted to do any- 
thing more, and May went on as he pleased, and won the race by a dozen 
lengths.

THE GREAT IRISH ROWING MATCH. 


Cork never was the scene of so much wild excitement as was witnessed on 
Tuesday week when the hour drew near at which the great Struggle was 
to take place between the champion crews of England and Scotland, and the 
two “crack” crews of this river. The vast accommodation of therailways and 
the river steamers was totally insufficient to Cab the demand, and crowds 
were forcibly driven back from their doors, and planks, and even the horse 
vehicles were not equal to the demand. The roads and hills along either side 
of the Lee, from Horsehead to the extreme of Monkstown, were covered with 
people. The national feeling wasso much aroused that the large warehouses in 
the city closed atanearly hour, from which time all mercantile and shop business 
wassuspended, The course to be pulled was from the centre of the bay of 
Monkstown, up the river to a flag-boat moored off Horsehead,a distance of 
two and a half miles, and back half a mile more to the Regatta Quay. The 
Kilbogie got off first, the Vivid second, and next the Dream and Glance. In a 
quarter of a minute the Vivid led; and shortly after the Glance was second, 
the Dream third, and the Kilbogie last. After the first mile the Glance led, 
and the Kilbogie fell far astern and retired from the race. After the next 
half mile the Glance then led the Vivid by seven lengths. Turning tho flag- 
boat to come home, the Vivid closed the Glance, and the tussle was tremendous, 
ending in the Glance winning by a@ length and a half, the Vivid beating the 
Dream by three lengths. The Glance, which is a new boat, built by Wylde, of 
London, belongs to the Citizen’s Rowing Club, and was lent to the Lee Club, 
as a new boat which they got built by Mr. Whiter, of Glasgow, for the occa~ 
sion, Was not approved of. This race was the fastest on record, considering 
the state of the tide, having been accomplished in 14min. 22sec. The gallant” 
victors, on their arrival at the flag, were hailed with the most vociferous 
cheering by the greatest mass of spectators that ever hailed the champions of 
the flood. The betting on the event was enormous in amount, many Londoners 
and Clydesmen being heavy losers.—Saunders’ Neas Letter.

The contestants were Joshua Ward, of Newburg, New York, and James 
Hamill, of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. Josh Ward has been the admitted cham- 
pion of the waters of the United States for a long period; and it must ee 
acknowledged that he won his title to the creditable position in a practical au 
honourable manner, by defeating with ease the best oarsmen of America. In 
his tiny shell he won laurels in every part of the country where regattas eere 
at all encouraged, until it came to be regarded, in boating circles, t - or 
“ Josh” to enter or start in & race, was but another term for the winning be it. 
All waters were apparently alike to him, and whether contending ah or Hud- 
son, Staten Island, off the Battery, Harlem River, Charles River, Lee ce aatite:

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lowing 500 dols. to Chambers, win or lose, for his travelling expenses to 
America, The articles of agreement were signed by Ward, and he had de- 
posited some 1,200 dols., when word came that the British hero of the oar had 
concluded not to visit us; the alleged reason being our national troubles, 
which at that period had just commenced. The real cause was, however, that 
the boys on the other side of the “pond” feared that the rascally wrong and 
injustice which they had extended, in the interval, to John C, Heenan, in hig 
contest with Tom Sayers, would be reciprocated by Brother Jonathan. 

In this they were greatly mistaken, as we speak “by the card,” when we 
assert that there is not an individual identified with our aquatics but would 
use every possible exertion to have insured Chambers, or any stranger, a “fair 
field and no favour.” . Robert Chambers could have rowed here with as much 
safety and fairness as if he was pulling @ race from “ Putney to Mortlake.” 
Although “ Fair Play” is dead and buried beyond the hope of resurrection in 
the ‘fast anchored isle,” We are proud to mdite that he enjoys a hale, hearty, 
and perennial existence on erican soil. 

ard is now about twenty-four years of age, 
N. Y., the place where good oarsmen “ sprout” up naturally, like vegetation, 
requiring no hot-house or artificial forcing, He is six feet one inch in height, 
and well proportioned ; his broad chest and stalwart frame giving him the a 
pearance of one capable of great exertion and endurance. He has mild blue 
eyes, good features, thin lips, with regular teeth. His expression is indicative 
of good nature and firmness combined, while his pleasant smile is a true 
index of his warm heart and kindness of disposition, 

James Hamill, of Pittsburg, is nearly twenty-four years of age, and five fect 
seven and a half inches in height. He has a short neck, full face, and large 
head ; his countenance is florid, and his expression is determined. He is of a 
powerful and athletic build, and weighs between 1601b and 170lb. He has never 
been heard of to any great extent in the regattas of the Middle and Eastern 
States, until recently; as his displays were confined to the waters of Pitts- 
burg and its neighbourhood. There, however, he was well known to be an 
enduring and A 1 oarsman, and seldom met with a reverse -Wwinning we 
believe some eleven, out of twelve or thirteen races in which he was a contest- 
ant. He is a member of the Crescent Boat Club, which is composed of some 
of the best rowers of .Pittsburg. His occupation isa glass blower. 

But it was atthe last Fourth of July Regatta, on the Charles River, Boston, 
that Hamill won for himself, in this latitude, at once a position and a name, 
In the single scull race, distance two miles, he competed with Doyle, in the 
Friendship; John D. Parker, junior, in the L’Aiguille; E. Harrington, in the 
Kennebec; Arthur Sibley, in the Euryalus: John Biglin, in the George White, 
of New York; and Leonard Kingsley, inthe A.E. P. In this race, although 
he started last, he soon overhauled and passed the fleet, and came in so far 
ahead that the judges did not fire the customary gun in compliment to the 
victor, but gave it to Doyle, who was a poor second. 

Soon after his return from the Boston Regatta, Hamill challenged Ward to 
row him a three-mile race for the championship. Ward immediately replied, 
but intimated that five miles was the only ‘true distance to test one’s claims for 
the championship. After some few preliminaries, both parties being anxious 
to try conclusions, two races were made to be rowed upon the Schuylkill, at 
Philadelphia, as follows :—The first to be a distance of three miles, one and 
one-half miles to a stake-boat, and back, to take place on Wednesday, August 
13th. The second race for a distance of five miles, two and one-half miles to 
a stake-boat, and return, for the following day, Thursday, Aug. 14th. The 
amount staked in each race was 500 dols, i.e, 250 dols. a side; the parties to 
contend in both races, or forfeit the entire purse, and the money not to ba 
given up until the conclusion of the second race. The reason that the 
Schuylkill was selected in preference to the Delaware, was simply in conse- 
quence of its aquatic advantages and the absence of other craft. 

Hamill and Ward both arrived in Philadelphia a week or so prior to the 
races. The former took up his quarters at a public house near the Columbia 
Bridge, while Ward and his New York friends stopped at the Fall's Hotel, 
which is located near the Reading Railroad Bridge. The residents of the 
Quaker City and their papers evinced very little interest in the affair, which 
fact struck the New Yorkers with great surprise, as they naturally supposed 
that an important aquatic event of this nature, taking place in their own 
waters, would naturally excite some little interest and attention, at least in 
their yachting and boating circles. In fact, it was a difficult matier to ascer- 
tain anything about the race, the courso, the hour of starting, &. &c.; and out- 
side the circle of Pittsburg and New York votaries and amateurs of rowing 
sport, who were in attendance, one conld hear but little in regard to the 
approaching contest. To be sure many thousands managed, by mere chance, 
as it were, to witness the trials. But, with a little effort, the spectators might, 
at least, have been trebled. In Gotham, to witness two such men compete, 
the spectators would have numbered as many thousands as there wero 
hundreds on the banks of Schuylkill on the 13th and 14th inst. 


Wednesday’s race, the first, was for three miles. It was from a stake-hoat, 
near the Falls, to Columbia Bridge and back. he water was perfectly 
smooth, and the weather rendered the day one of the most delightful of the pre- 
sent summer. Soon after two o'clock the spectators began to line both shores 
of the river, and by three o'clock the scene was an animated and stirring one, 
Shortly before four o'clock }both Hamill and Ward entered their boats, and 
rowed easily about with merely an exercise stroke. At four o'clock p.m. they 
were called to the judge’s boat, and, at the signal, they started. Ward showed 
slightly in front fora brief distance, but Hamill, who rowed very quick and 
powerfully, soon passed him, and every stroke increased his lead. Hamill 
reached the stake-boat first, by some 140ft or 150{t, and making a beautiful 
turn, almost in his own boat's length, darted away from Ward with additional 
velocity for the home-stake-boat. Ward made a poor turn, an unusnal occur- 
rence for him, as he is noted for his skill in turning a shell-boat, During the 
balance of the race up the stream, Waid made several spurts, and, in one or 
two instances, closed the gap a little, but Hamill had the race in his own hands, 
and would soon draw away from him again. In this manner they continued 
until the hcme-stake was reached, Hamill, if anything, increasing his ad- 
vantage at the finish, He rowed past the goal a handsome winner by some 
60 yds, in 22min 27sec. 

On Thursday, the 14th of August, the five mile race came off. The course 
was from Falls Bridge to one mile below Columbia Bridge and back. Not- 
withstanding the result of the previous day, there were still those who had 
some contidence of Ward's proving himself the ‘“ betier man” at a five miles 
distance. The betting, however, with the mass of those who were disposed to 
‘‘invest” on the result, was largely in favour of Hamill. The number of spec- 
tators was greatly increased from the previous day, and the contest seemed to 
excite far more excitement and interest. : e 

At three o'clock and 55min, the boats being in position, the judges gave 
them an even send-off. Ward gained tho first stroke, and, for a few yards,

‘was slightly in'front; but Hamill put his short-stroke machinery again in rapid 


play, and soon passed Ward. As they passed under Columbia Bridge, Ward 
was ahead, and, notwithstanding Hamill’s efforts, he kept so until their stake 
boats were reached. As on Wednesday, Hamill turned as if his boat was on a 
pivot, while Ward made a still worse turn, and lost more distance than .e did 
on the previous day. Here Ward lost the lead, and-during the return he did 
net overhaul Hamill, who rowed past the stake-boat a handsome winner of the 
race and purse, some 22sec in advance of Ward, his total time being 
37min 39sec. f 

Ward's shell boat was built by George W. Shaw, at Newburg; he had never 
rowed a race in her previously, but she was built for him to row against 
Chambers, if the latter had come to this country. She is 30ft Qin long, and 
Weighs 41lb. His favourite boat and the one in which he won a great many 
Taces, was the “Oscar Teed,’ which was destroyed by fire about a year 
apo at Newburg. Ward's dress was white pants, white shirt, and white 

andkerchief. 

Hamill’s shell was built by James M‘Kay, who is now with Stephen Roberts, 
at George Newman’s place, Harlem. She is 30ft 4in long, and weighs 48lb. 
Hamill rowed in white pants, blue shirt, and scarlet cap. 

Messrs. Stephen Roberts, of New York, and Joseph Bosh, of Pittsburg, wera 
the judges for Hamill. John Ilancon, of Newburg, and Captain Goodwin, of 
Providence R. L, officiated for Ward. Mr. William E. Kent, the writer of tho 
vs ee “boating” articles in the Boston Saturday Evening Gazette, was the 
referee. 

Many hundreds of people gathered in Philadelphia solely to see the 
fun; New York turned out well, the delegations from Albany, Newburg, 
Poughkeepsie and our city, being quite large. The Pittsburgers were in 
attendance in scores, and were all confident of their champion’s triumph.

A te miles from Lampeter, on the road to Llandovery, is the village of 
Pumpsaint, situated on the river Cothy, which is one of the very best trout 
streams of this part. It rises among tho bills five or ‘Six miles off, and at 
Pumpsaint is a good-sized brook, and nothing more, It is, however, wonder- 
fully well stocked with trout, being preserved by an association. Tickets to 
fish, at the rate of ls. 6d. per day, may be obtained st the several stations 
along its course. If the angler is formmnate enough to fish it immediately after 
a flood he may be sure of excellent sport, both with the worm and fly. . While 
the water is still coloured, and before it has “ fined down,” he will command 
success by usirg an absurdly large fly—almost a chub fly, in fact—dressed 
with red or black hackle, On the occasion of my fishing this river it rained 
heavily during the night, and, on the following day, without commencing at 
all early, I twice filled a basket holding about 101b. : ’ 

It is best, on such occasions, to make for the head of the river—fish up with 
the worm, and down with the fly. The trout run up surprisingly fast, and 
good-sized ones may be got out of the holes under the roots of trees, &c. 

Three or four miles below Pumpsaint there intervenes a large preserve 
which is not in the hands of the association. ‘This, therefore, is inaccessible. 
Beyond this the river is much encumbered with wood for a mile or two, but 
down below again the fishing becomes good, and there are several stations at 
which the angler may find accommodation. In this lower part he will have 
most success if the water is low. In fact, im this latter case, he will do nothing 
in the neighbourhood of Pumpsaint.

% pigeon stained with purple, gave notice of his having been victor at the 

lympic games on the very same day to his father at Mzina, When the city of 

tolemais, in Syria, was invested by the French and Venetians, and was ready to 
fall into their hands, they observed a pigeon flying over them, and immediately 
Conjectured that it was charged with letters to the garrison, On this the whole 
army, raising a loud shout, so confounded the poor aerial post that it fell to the 
Stound ; and, on being seized, a letter was found under its wings from the 
Sultan, in which he assured the garrison that ‘he would be with them in three 
days, with an army sufficient to raise the siege.” For this letter the besiegers 

Substituted another to this purport —‘ that the garrison must see to their own 
Safety, for the Sultan had such other affairs pressing upon him thatit was im- 
Possible for him to come to their succour ;” and with this false intelligence they 
let the pigeon fly on its course, The garrison, deprived by this decree of all 

Opes of relief, immediately surrendered. The Sultan appeared on the third 

2y, as promised, with a powerful army, and was not a little mortified to find 
the city already in the hands of the Christians, 

Carrier pigeons were again employed, but with better success, at the siege of 

®yden, in 1675. The garrison were, by means of the information thus con- 

Yoyed to them, induced to stand out till the enemy, despairing of reducing the 
Place, withdrew. On the siege being raised, the Prince of Orange ordered that 

18 pigeons which had rendered such essential service should be maintained 
at the public expense, and that at their death they should be embalmed and 
Preserved in the town-house, as a perpetual token of gratitude. 

: In the Last the employment of pigeons for the conveyance of letters is still 
Very common, particularly in Syria, Arabia, and Egypt, Every bashaw has 
Senerally-a basket full of them sent him from the grand seraglio, where the 
‘re bred, and in case of any insurrection, or other emergency, he is enabled, 
by letting loose two or more of these extraordinary messengers, to convey in- 
telligence td the Government long before it could be possibly obtained by other 
Means, The diligence and speed with which these feathered messengers wing 
their course is extraordinary.

In his races with Emilius he gave great satisfaction to the former 
gentleman—always riding him with the greatest judgment, so as neither to 
expose his running, nor ‘to make his race too fine with anidle horse. In thatfor 
the Duke Michael he had_a sharp struggle with Zinc, and some thought it was 
too near to_be pleasant; hut here he displayed a wonderful knowledge of the 
powers of his horse. He lay four or five lengths from the front till within one 
hundred and fifty yards of home, when he caught his horse by the -head, and 
won his race by a neck. : 

It is said that Bucklo did not reduce himself, but could always ride 7st 111b 
with ease. His seat on the saddle was particularly good, combining neatness 
with power, and he was always well dressed when ona race-horse, When 
asked to ride a horse that he did not know he looked at his legs and feet 
before he gave his consent, and if they were good he asked no further questions. 

There was one feature in Buckle’s riding which deserved notice, and that was 
a knack of gammoning (as it is termed) in a race, by appéaring to be at work, 
when, in reality, he was waiting. This sort of stratagem was very dangerous 
to his opponents, as they never knew when he had done with his horse. His 
honesty was never suspected, but became proverbial. His conduct upon all 
occasions cannot fail to operate as a good lesson to those jockeys who ma 
succeed him; indeed, it is a strong inducement to follow the straight pat 
which led the late Francis Buckle to wealth, to honour, and to fame; and the 
jockeys in general will never think of him without being reminded that 
‘honesty is the best policy.” Could anything be wanting to strengthen the 
honest reputation of the late Buckle it will be found in the following fact, He 
had backed a horse of Mr. Durand’s for a considerable sum at Lewes, in 
Sussex, but was engaged to ride another. To use a sporting expression, he 
won the race “out of the fire” for his employer, but lost his own money. 

It is said that Buckle had realised an independence of £1,200 per annum by 
his profession. He was at one time of his life engaged in 4 considerable farm- 
ing speculation, and was very famous for butter. He expressed a Wish that 
none of his sons would be jockeys. He has a nephew who is considered a 
| capital rider, and uncommonly strong on his horse. 

Buckle had some eccentricities attached to his character, but they were of a 
harmless nature. His acts of charity were conspicuous for a man in his situa- 
tion of life, who might be said to have gotten every shilling of his life he pos- 
sessed not only by the sweat of his brow, but at the risk of his neck. He was 
fond of theatricals, and had often bespolxen a play for the night, in different 
country towns, He had been a master of hounds, a breeder of greyhounds, 
fighting-cocks, and bull-dogs; and always celebrated for his leaps, In_the 
language of the stud-book his first wife had no produce; but by his second he 
had several children. We may suppose he chose her as he would a race. 
horse, for she is not only handsome but very good.. He lived to a good oldage, 
highly respected by his friends and acquaintances; and died much lamented 
by the lovers of the course. The late Mr. Francis Buckle was always considered 
an ornament to the turf. Requiescat in pace. £

GaLwar SaLMon Iisnerres.—DuBLIN, AUG. 28.—The Commissioners of 
Fisheries are at present in Galway, holding meetings and receiving ‘all such 
pertinent evidence as shall be offered on the subject of the tisheries," having 
been called upon to make a bye-law to prohibit the use of nets in the river 
Clare, Galway. Messrs. F': Brady and J. R. Barry are the commissioners. It 
appears that a number of gentlemen interested in the subject signed a requisi- 
tion asking for this inquiry, and that netting should be prohibited in that 
river, which is long and narrow, Containing every facility for spawning, and 
suitable for angling, but not for netting. There were 2,500 salmon caugit in 
it by angling during last season. Tho lessees have spent £3,000 in bringing 
the fishery to its present state. The cases of poaching have diminished from 
fifty-six five years ago to four last year, Eighty men are employed protecting 
the rivers round Lough Corrib. In summer the river is sometimes dried up 
and the fish left in pools. Two years ago a gentleman killed sixteen fish in 
this river in one day, and sixty-eight in one week. Witnesses were of opinion 
that if the proprietors were permitted to net the river the fish would be anni- 
hilated.

EXTRAORDINARY HARE HUNT. 


Tue annals of hare hunting scarcely furnish a more remarkable instance of 
sporting pleasure than that afforded in the admirable running of our Kilkenny 
harriers on St. Stephen’s Day. The hounds threw off at Bonnett’s Town, and 
in a short time a hare was soho’d which afforded good sport for about twenty 
minutes, when the hounds were drawn off. Soon after a second hare was 
started in the bog of Monevidrew, adjoining Clonan. She ran over the hill of 
Ballydaniel, very near to Three Castles, and thence by the hill of Kilroe to the 
back of Bonnett’s Town demesne; she then went in the direction of Knockroe- 
cover, where she crossed the road and made for Barrack-hill, passing by the 
house of Bouleshea, and through the bottoms to Curragh-hill, at which place 
she ‘* gave a view,” and shortly after was terminated the existence of oue of 
the stoutest hares that ever ran. Poor puss, at the lowest calculation, ran a 
distance of twelve Irish (upwards of fifteen English) miles in about an hour 
and twenty minutes.
